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INTRODUCTION. 


T HE deſign of this publication is an accurate 

diſplay of Coats of Arms, borne by the No- 
bility and Gentry of the county of Gloceſter.— 
Theſe are arranged in three diviſions; in the firſt, 
thoſe Arms that are prefixed to Sir Robert Atkins's 
Hiſtory, of the edition of 1 which included 
the moſt reſpectable . of that age. From 
what documents theſe were iced we a not 
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informed, for in the courſe of that work no Arms 


are recorded as the decoration of houſes, windows, 


or ſepulchral monuments. 


As tranſmitted, they are faithfully inſerted; not, 
we truſt, without propriety, as an intereſting part 
of a County Hiſtory, which owes not its preſent 
value ſolely to its ſcarceneſs, but as being the pro- 
duction of a man eminently converſant in the lo- 
cal hiſtory of his country, and of that province 
in particular, where his poſſeſſions and influence 


were ſo extenſive. 


In point of accuracy, he was certainly deficient, 


ſo far as it reſpected the ſtate of parochial affairs 
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in his own time; but in his accounts of the earlier 
gradations of property, as his ſources of intelli- 
7 gence were the grand records of the nation, he 
was comprehenſive and exact. To extenuate the 


firſt charge of negligence, we muſt conſider, that his 
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eminent ſtation precluded the labour of perſonal 
inveſtigation, and actual ſurvey. Much was left 
to caſual information; and where report is adopted 
without examination, there muſt neceſſarily be 
error. It may not be improper to obſerve, that 
it is much more eaſy to correct his errors, than 
improve his plan by a total alteration ; and the 
more ready way to doubt, than to invalidate his

In the year 1779, Mr. Rudder, of Cirenceſter, 


publiſhed, according to propoſals, a New Hiſ- 


tory of Gloceſterſhire,” as an improvement on Sir 
Robert's plan, as including Arms, monumental In- 
nde Genealogies, and Memoirs, deduced to 
that period, and not to be found in the former work. 
How far he has excelled the firſt Hiſtory, it is not ne- 
ceſſary to enquire. With his Heraldry all our buſi- 
neſs reſts. None of the Arms which he has regiſter- 
ed are engraven, which ſuggeſted the idea of exhi- 
biting them emblazoned, as alphabetically arrang- 


ed in his index. This conſtitutes the ſecond part. 


The third diviſion compriſes ſuch Arms as are 


not in either hiſtory of the county, and ſuch only

who have generouſly encouraged this attempt. 
The Editor hopes that none will be diſpleaſed at 
the omiſſion of Coats of Arms not duly certified, 


as he cannot preſume to interfere with the juſt and 


anciently eſtabliſhed rights of the College of Arms. 


A full diſquiſition of the ſubject of Heraldry 
will not be expected. That it was introduced 
during the Cruſades, as turniſhing badges of diſ- 
tinction to Knights and Eſquires, is a RPO of 
general notoriety. To form ſome concluſion in 
what proportion theſe honors were diſtributed, 
an account is ſubjoined (for the gratification of 


the curious) of the names of thoſe Knights of this

about a century after the more general introduc- 
tion of Heraldry into this kingdom. This liſt, in

In the Bodlean Library, MSS. Dodfſworth, is a 
Liſt of the ſame kind, certified in the ſecond of 
Edward II. 1309, in which many of theſe names 


occur, and the whole number is encreaſed to eighty. 


Though it might now be difficult to deſcribe 
what property theſe individually held in this coun- 
ty, yet we may well conclude, that ſome good reaſon 
may be alledged why they ſhould be attributed to 
Gloceſterſhire, in an account of their fellow Knights 
of every province in the nation. But theſe are 
matters of antiquarian reſearch, rather than imme- 


diately connected with our preſent ſubject *. 


Of the grants of the celebrated Camden, which, during his Office 
of Clarencieux, amounted to 159, eight only are to families of this

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in thoſe wars by the bearers of them. We are 


| told by Guillim, that the Fleur de Lis was worn as 
an enſign by thoſe who had done military ſervices 


in either invaſion of France by the Engliſh. —The 


Garb or Sheaf is a charge peculiar to the Nobility 


and Gentry of Cheſhire, as being the cognizance 


of Gilbert le Grofuenour, nephew of Hugh Lupus, 
eſtabliſhed as the firſt Count Palatine by Milliam 


the Conqueror, and is uſually borne by families 


connected with that county. 


Bezants were firſt borne by the ſoldiers of the 


Holy Wars, being the current coin of Byzantium 
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(the modern Conſtantinople) with which the ſti- 
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pends of the army were diſcharged.

The Mullet is properly the rowel of a ſpur, (from 
the French Molette), and not a ftar of five points. 
The Eſtoile is uſually radiated. Mullets were 
borne by thoſe of knightly houſes, particularly 
when of gold. 


Martlets, as birds of paſſage, were uſed by fo- 


reigners of all nations ſettled here; but particu- 


larly by the deſcendants of thoſe who attended the 


victorious Milham. 


Annulets were granted in coat armour to thole 
who were in confidence, or entruſted with eſpecial 
commiſſions by the King: the Annulet or Ring 
being the gage of the royal favour and protection.

Eſcallops were the peculiar badge of thoſe who 


had performed religious pilgrimages to the Holy 


Sepulchre on Mount Calvary. The Pilgrims or 
Palmers were diſtinguiſhed from other Religious 
by their Cockle or Eſcallop worn in the hat, and 
their Potent, an ancient word ſignifying a Crutch, 


in which ſenſe we read it in Chaucer, 


« So eld that ſhee ne went 


« Afoote, but it were by Potent.“ 


From hence a kind of factitious Fur was invented, 
reſembling the Heads of Crutches oppoſed to each 


other, called Potent Counter-Potent. 


Creſcents are ſaid by ſome writers to allude to 


victories over the Turks ; and deſcribed by others

as being adopted by the ſecond houſes of great 
families, or by men who have become eminent 


from mean origin. 


Several reaſons are given why the arms of 
Females ſhould be diſplayed on a Lozenge or Fu- 
fil*,—The Lozenge is now more generally ſup- 
poſed to have been a Cuſhion of that ſhape, and 
the Fuſil is evidently the Spindle uſed in ſpin- 
ning, both demonſtrative of the ſedentary em- 


ployments of women. 


Of the more common ordinaries, the derivation 


is more eaſily aſcertained. The Bend was a Saſh

worn acroſs the ſhoulders, from the HTtahan, La 
Benda. The Feſſe a Girdle or Belt. The Chevron 
was two Pales placed in that form to mark out the 
ground in tournaments. The Salter was an en- 
gine uſed in ſcaling walls.—Moſt of theſe have 
their diminutives, when borne in greater number 


in the ſame eſcutcheon. 


The diſhonorable ordinaries, or abatements of 
honour, were a Delph, a Point Dexter, a Point in 
Point, a Point Champion, a Point Plain, a Gore Siniſter, 
and two Gufſets &. The laws of chivalry, which 


had ever the redreſs of injuries, and the eſtabliſh- 


ment of juſt rights, as their invariable object, ap- 


— —

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pointed theſe abatements, as a puniſhment of delin- 
quency againſt the military code, or the common 
good of ſociety.—But abatements were uſually 
confined to military offences, ſuch as killing pri- 
ſoners during ideen revoking a challenge, 
or flying colours; and even for {lighter faults, as 
intemperate boaſting, or criminal neglect of diſci- 
pline. In caſes of treaſon, the Eſcutehieon was totally 
reverſed. When the peace of private families was 
invaded by adultery or rape, the delinquent was 
forced to bear the Ineſcutcheon reverſed, or the 


Guſſets, as a badge of his infamy.—In every inſtance 


of armorial degradation, the Metals, being in them- 


ſelves ſpecifically noble, could not be borne as 
emblazoning the diſgraceful charges, which were

required to be either Sanguine or Tenne, colours 


commonly uſed to ſignify diſhonor. It would be 


repugnant to thoſe principles of juſtice, which 


were the characteriſtic of chivalry, to ſuppoſe that 


this Stigma was ever tranſmitted to poſterity. The 
puniſhment was. merely perſonal, and proportioned 


in point of duration to the nature of the offence. 


On which account we hardly know that ſuch or- 
dinaries were ever uſed; indeed, in the preſent 
ſtate of a ſcience ſo obſolete, they muſt univerſally 


fail of their intended effect. 


From the enthuſiaſtic love of equity and honor, 
that marked the darker ages, the ſpirit of chivalry 


arole. Its general influence and romantic motives 


WM. 
are attributed by the moderns more to the force of 
the imagination, than the dictates of ſound judge- 


ment; and as produced rather by general barba- 


riſm, than partial refinements. 


Upon theſe inſtitutes, the ſcience of Heraldry 
was formed, while by its 5 with the gra- 
phic art, it could add external ornament to the 
Meritorious, by delineations of rude invention, and 
ſhapeleſs ſplendour.— Theſe are the only remains 
of antiquity, from which the hand of modern 1 
provement has abſtained. And who would wiſh 
to 3 for the more poliſhed inventions of 
later times, Devices, which have ever been regarded 


with a kind of religious veneration ?

We might enlarge this digreſſion, but are un- 
willing to obtrude on thoſe that know, or to weary 
the patience of thoſe who. are ignorant of this 


particular ſcience. 


In the later centuries, Arms* were more gene- 
ral, becauſe moſt men of property, without mi- 
litary acquirements, pretended to them. In the 
year 1484, King Richard the Third eſtabliſhed the 
College of Arms, on 1 preſent foundation, inveſting 
them with full powers of ſummoning thoſe that

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aſſumed the arms of others, to appear in the Earl 


Marſhal's Court, and of granting Eſcutcheons to 


families of newly acquired conſequence. This 


privilege multiplied the figures of courſe, and va- 
ried the differences. Forms of every deſcription 
in the infancy of the graphic art, without any exact 
reſemblance, if we may judge from the ſpecimens 


now remaining, were univerſally introduced. 


The creation was exhauſted in the repreſenta- 
tion of the different parts of it, and to gothic 
fancy alone we owe the introduction of Gryphons, 
Mermaids, Wyverns, and Harpies. Every inven- 
tion of art, whether military or mechanic, has 


been at one time or other a badge of heraldic 
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honor. When the Arms referred abſolutely to 


ſurnames, they were called by the French, Les 
Armes parlantes,—Canting or punning Arms, —and 
theſe, though ſome ancient precedents exiſt, were 
not common *till the commencement of the ſe- 


venteenth century, when, they prevailed under the 


auſpices of King James. This circumſtance proves 


molt of them to be of modern date. 


The hereditary uſe of Arms was not eſta- 


pliſhed till the reign of Henry III. The laſt Earls 


of Cheſter, the Quinceys, Earls of Wincheſter, and the 
Lacies, Earls of Lincoln, varied ſtill the father from 
the ſon.” —The Veres and Berkeleys altered their pa- 


ternal Coats, when * they had taken up the Croſs,”

the phraſe of that day for engaging in the Holy 


Wars. Gentlemen at that time uſually bore the 
Arms (or at leaſt the principal ordinary of them) 
of thoſe Noblemen or Knights from whom they 
held lands in fee, or under whoſe banner they 
fought. We find in Camden (Remains, p. my 
that Hubertus de Burgo, Earl of Kent, who bore for 
his Arms, © Gules ſeven lozenges vaire,” granted 
lands at Elmore, in this county, to Anſelmus de 


Guiſe, 2d of Edward I. 1274 ; whereupon the ſaid 


Anſelmus bare the ſame Coat, with a canton or, 


charged with a mullet pierced ſable, for difference“.

In the preſent age, when the great influx of 


wealth by commerce hath elevated many of mean 
origine into the rank of Gentry, a Coat of Arms 


is uſually granted or aſſumed to ſupport the pre- 


tenſion. In ſome inſtances the bearings, which 


are attached to particular names, are aſſumed by 


life, as well as teſtamentary bequeſt. The form of the ſecond mode is 
recorded as being ratihed by the following inſtrument :—

A diſtinction was then made between a Gentleman of Blood and a 
Gentleman of Coat Armour, who was the firſt of family who bore Arms; 
from whom the third only in lineal deſcent was conſidered and enrolled 
as a Genileman of Blood. CAMDEN ur $UPRA.

vided. It 1s common to obſerve, that thoſe of 
real family pretenſions inſiſt on them with arro- 
gance ; while the low born man of wealth returns 
the contempt, with juſt reflections on the inefficacy 


of conſequence, that has ceaſed for ages. 


With regard to genealogical deductions and 
rights of quartering, we mult confine ourſelves to 


thoſe Arms only that occur in Mr. Rudder's Hiſ- 


tory, on ſepulchral monuments.
